They expect to get their 


Eight Masters Sign Con- 


tracts; One Concession 


Granted By Men 


Madison's labor war came to an 


end last-night when -eight of 
the 


10 master, bakers signed the union 
men's contract at Labor hall. 
All 


of the men working in .the eight 
shops -who signed the agreement 
went back to work during the night 
or early this morning. The -Globe 
and Federal bakeries are the only 
two shops that have failed to sign 
the contract with the workmen, but 
it is expected that they will do so 
today. 


Union men accepted 10 cents an 


hour additional for night work in- 
stead of the 20 cents that they orig- 
inally demanded 
in the contract. 


Other than this concession the un- 
ion men go back at their old wages. 


The price of bread will in all 


probability go up from 1 to 3 cents 
due to the advance in the price of 
flour and shortening, local bakers 
say. This advance in price is not 
due to the laborers wages as is com- 
monly 'thought, but to the advanc- 
ed price of material. Madison gro- 
cers are making a profit of 3 to 5 
cents on a loaf of bread, bakers de- 
clare, more than grocers in any oth- 
er city in the state. It is hoped that 
the grocers will take the advanced 
wholesale price of bread without 
raising their retail price. 


Madison merchants declare that 


the greatest profit made on bread 
is two aini a half cents a loaf. This 
statement was made this... morning 
by & grocer, in contradiction to the 
statement: made ~-»- -few.', days ago 
that Madison 'growers were making 
from .3 to 5 cents a losf.

Panic Seizes 5,000 Inmates 


Of Historic Santo

ROME—A disastrous fire swept 


the historic hospital of Santo Spir- 
ito, one of the roost ancient- char- 
itable institutions, in RpmeT early' 
today. Collapse of the -pavement 
isolated the chronic ward.. 


Sixteen bodies had been extract- 


ed from the. ruin/S at 7:30 o'clock. 


The institution. accommodated 


nearly S,(X)0 and included a hospital 
lunatic asylum, foundling home and 
a refuge for aged*and infirm. The 
fire. broke out '.at midnight in the 
laundry. • It spread rapidly 'to; the 
neighboring wards, each containing 
30 chronic sufferers or infirm 
pa- 


tients who' were seized with panic; 


The .shrieks 'of. the' sufferers min- 


gled with the 
crackling 
of 
the 


flames while'.'the atmosphere be- 
came dense with smoke. 


The electric lights . were extin- 


guished,' adding to'the horror. 


As the immense wooden beano of 


.the hospital fell there was a-grind- 
ing noise and' the pavement col- 
lapsed burying 20 of 'the chronic pa^ 
tierats -and rendering -access to the 
wards impossible.-

The hospital ...is-situated on the 


bank-of the:River Tiber,; not ifar 
from the Vatican grounds^ ..It was 
founded by Pope Inhocene HI in the 
12th -century, enlarged.-by. Innocent 
IV- in the 13th,' and' rebuilt under 
Sixtus'IV, in the'15th.

with the apparel worn by the ban-.: 
dit. He is about 5 feet 10 inches 
tall, the same height as the gunman 
who shot Van Order. 


Suspicion first pointed to Throl. 


yesterday when police learned of a 
conversation the accused man.-'had 
with Horace L. Bloom, rooming at, 
931 Jenifer st., where Clark also 
lives. 


Bloom told 
police that he first 


met Throl in thc second hand store 
of Joe Kuhn, near the Northwestern 
depot, when he bought a suitcase •' 
from Throl. The man's demeanor- 
and questions concerning the pen- 
altjrfor killing a man in a robbery 
aroused-the'curiosity of Bloom and., 
he reported the'conversation'to po-: 
lice. He said that Throl told him i' 
that he had been he*r the scene of 
the shooting and that a policeman, 
had asked him'if he had a gun.

trophy room in the 
new national 


headquarters 
of 
the 
American 


Legion in Indianapolis, Ind., is a 
silver statuette of 
the Archangel 


Michael, presented to 
Commander 


Hanford MacNider by General Ar- 
mando\Diaz, Italy's 
hero -in the 


world war. In moving into the new 
headquarters the statuette was not 
entrusted to any moving van, but 
was carried along the street under 
the good right arm of the national 
adjutant, Lemuel Bolles. The sil- 
ver 
figure and pedestal -weigh 


about 40 pounds. 


The symbol of St. Mtchael was 


chosen by the King of Italy as an 
emblem of 
the end of war. 
It 


shows the -warrior angel in the act 
of sheathing his sword. According 
to ancient Italian tradition this act 
fort'ells a lasting peace. 


The original of the statuette, a 


great figure cast 
in bronze, sur- 


mounts the Castle ' San Angelo in 
Rome. San Atigelo was built in the 
second century A. D. as the tomb 
of the Roman emperor Hadrian. . 
Built in the Koman style with walls 
of hewn stone 30 feet in thickness, 
it was later converted into a medie- 
val fortress. 
In 
1700 years the 


castle was never captured but once-. 
The original statue of St. Michael 
was cast for its roof over a thou- 
sand years ago, 
The American army at Washing- 


ton during the war is being rapid- 
ly annihilated. The latest order 
sends 198 officers from the capital to 
duties elsewhere. 


The Legion is endeavoring to 


broadcast' the information to ser-

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HE FOLLOWING is the 


speech delivered by Sen. 


La Follette at the Norwegian 
Independence Day celebration 
in Chicago last night. The 
speech follows in full: 
O 


N May 17, 1814, just one hun- 
dred and eight years ago to- 
day at E ids void, near Chris- 


tiania, a little group of deteraJhed 
Norsemen proclaimed a constitution 
for 
Norway. 
That constitution 


survives todiy through 
the vigi- 


lance, the courage, and the self-sac- 
rifice of three generations of men 
And women who 
dedicated their 


lives to its defense. 


Most of you trace your ancestry 


back to the heroic men and women 
who for more than a century have 
had a part in preserving that con- 
stitution and in maintaining the in- 
dependence of Norway, 


In those reactionary times it may 


hearten us to examine the circum- 
stances which made the seventeenth 
day of May a land-mark; to con- 
sider the cost to those who preserv- 
ed the day and event for us; and, 
if we may apply the wisdom, the 
example, and tne deep principles of 
that 
epoch-making 
event 
to the 


problems of today, 


1 am not here to preach the now 


doctrine, of Americanism which is 
being proclaimed from every plat- 
form in the land from which 
the 


American 
descendants 
of foreign 


rationalities may he reached. I do 
not subscribe to the false doctrine 
of Americanism which would oblit- 
erate every racial difference, wipe 
out the language and the literature 
of other lands, crush ail individual- 
ity of custom and thought, and sub- 
stitute therefor such standards as 
miftlit arbitrarily be prescribed by 
the 
proponents 
oi' this 
narrow 


creed. 


I am not one of those who believe 


that the best Americans can be made 
of that clement of our foreign-born 
population who can be taught to 
think and speak of their native lands 
in terms of indifference and con- 
tempt. 


My conception of this country al- 


ways has been, not a land at whose 
threshhoid the new-comer abandons 
all that distinguishes him from the 
men of other races, Cor a stereotyp- 
ed, rigid standard which would re- 
sult only in mediocrity,—my ideal 
for this country is a land to which 
the foreign-born citizens make their 
full contribution of all that is fine 
and worthy which they bring with 
them—a land where under democrat- 
ic institutions they may enjoy the 
equal opportunities and privileges 
that life in the United States should 
afford, to which they are equally en- 
titled because of their part in the 
making of America. 


With this thought in mind, we 


may very appropriately ask what 
has been Norway's contribution to 
democracy? 


It has been 
my 
good 
fortune 


•throughout my life to be closely as- 
sociated with Americans of Norwe- 
gian birth and descent. 
As a body 


on thp farm they were my closest 
nrighbors and friends. 


Honest, industrious, thrifty, keen- 


ly intelligent, free from prejudice, 
the early Norwegian settlers easily 
wul quickly 
made 
the 
transition 


from tho life of the old country to 
the iiiiw, seizing 'upon the advan- 
tages spread before them as Ameri- 
can citizen.* without sacrificing any 
of their prc-icus Scandinavian her- 
itage. 


The trrtat majority of the Norwe- 


gian settlers who came to the Uni- 
ted States were agricultural work- 
ers. They naturally chose the great 
Northwest for their homes. 


Counting 
the 
Norwegian-born 


Americans and their direct descend- 
ants, there are nearly as many per- 
sons of Norwegian blood in 
the 


states of Wisconsin, Minnesota, the 
Dakotas, and Illinois as there are in 
Norway itself, and next to Minne- 
sota the state in which the largest 
number of Americans of Norwegian 
ancestry reside, is Wisconsin. 


The Norwegian is not only natur- 


ally liberty loving, he is naturally 
politically minded,—actively inter- 
ested and effective in" public affairs. 
He is inherently forward-looking, 
keyed to action. He is progressive. 


In the long conflict in Wisconsin 


for the overthrow of the political 
machine the Norwegian element was 
quick to respond in leadership and 
in following. No one 
who 
lived 


through that period will forget that 
struggle. 
Certain 
powerful 
cor- 


porations, especially the railroads 
with their political henchmen, were 
in control of the state, 
They re- 


fused to pay their just share of the 
taxes, denied the power of the state 
to guarantee reasonable railroad 
rates, and fcsjrhl desperately • any 
changes in our nominating system 
which would give the citizen a bet- 
ter control of his representatives. 


In 1896, in 1898, in 1900—when 


the first progressive state admin- 
istration in any state in the Union 
was elected to office—down to the 
present day, the large element of 
our 
Norwegian population have 


worked untiringly and have 
stood 


steadfastly for a more progressive 
and more truly democratic govern- 
ment in Wisconsin. 


And likewise in national affairs 


they are always to be found in the 
vanguard of the progressive move- 
ment. I trust it will seem fitting to 
you that I should say a word in ap- 
preciation of the late. Senator Gron- 
na. Asle J, Gronna represented all 
that was finest in the Norwegian 
character in 
public 
service. 
He 


never vacillated, never evaded, nwer 
retreated. 
Those v.'thin his influ- 


ence knew that in the great issues 
pending and impending, -he would 
ably and fearlessly support the cause 
of the plain people whom Abraham 
Lincoln loved. 


In the field of national journalism 


moulding public opinion toward the 
highest American ideals your1 own 
John Anderson, and his associates 
did for the Norwegians who came 
here and for this country work akin 
to that done by Carl Schurz and his 
compatriots. 


Another American of Norwegian 


origin who occupies a unique place 
in contemporary life is Andrew Fur- 
useth, president of the great Inter- 
national Seamen's Union. A native 
of Norway, himself a sailor from 
early youth, this 
man 
refusing- 


greater1 compensation than a sea- 
man's wage, consecrated his life to 
the freeing of the American Bailor 
from unjust conditions. When the 
Seamen's Act was signed in 191p, 
the first step was taken to write in- 
to concrete form the vision which 
Furuseth had dreamed through two 
decades of adversity and sacrifice. 


These, my friends, are types of 


the Norwegian character who have 
stood for freedom here in America. 


From what 
environment have 


sprung the millions 
of men 
and 


women of Norwegian 'blood in this' 
country who have stimulated and 
uplifted American standards in ev- 
ery community in which they have 
built their homes and worked their 
farms? 


The answer is found in the his- 


tory of the century following the 
day we 
now commemorate. 
In 


those years there came to full fru- 
ition the Norwegian love of demo- 
cratic institutions. 


In • 1S14, 
Norway 
had 
ar- 


rived at the. crisis of her history. 
For 
400 years she had been link- 


ed in union with Denmark, under 
conditions which were not -astisfac- 
tory. 
On January 14, 1814, Fred- 


erick VI, -the Danish King, with an 
arrogant disregard 
of' Norwegian 


sentiment, not without its parallel 
in our own time, signed the Treaty 
of Kiel, ceding -Norway to Sweden. 


Norway, in 1814, thus faced the 


prospect of becoming a submerged 
nation, to be bandied ] about from 
sovereignty to sovereignty, involv- 
ed in every destructive -war that 
swept Europe, -while her peasants 
sank to the level of the poor in 
other countries. This little coun- 
try had the' alternative course of 
asserting her independence. 
The 


blood of Viking ancestors, who had 
explored the unchartered seas cen- 
turies before the southern races 
ventured from their shores, stirred 
in the Norse stateroan of that day 
and Norway was save'dj to posterity 
by the proclaiming of the consti- 
tution of May 17,i 


On that day, delegates 
selected 


from every district of Noway con- 
vened at Eidsvcld, and a constitu- 
tion was solemnly ratified which up 
'to this hour has remained the char- 
ter of Norwegian liberty. 


It should be a matter of pride to 


.every American citizen that the 
Constitution of the 
United States 


was the model for much that is 
fo.und in the organic act of Norway. 


Norway proclaimed to the world 


that while. Frederick VI might re- 
nounce his right to the crown of 
Norway, he could not dispose of, an 
entire nation of free men without 
the consent of its people. 


As had been anticipated, Sweden 


endeavored to enforce' the' Treaty 
of Kiel, and in the summer of 1814 
Swedish troops invaded 
Norway. 


A meeting between representatives 
of the Norwegian and Swedish gov- 
ernments was' arranged at Moss 
and it was proposed that Norway 
and Sweden should unite on 
the 


condition that the constitution of 
May 17 should remain in force. 


On November 4, 1814, an. extra- 


ordinary session of the Storthing, 
the Norwegian 
parliament, 
was 


held at Christiania at-which it was 
solemnly declared that Norway was 
"a free, independent, and indivis- 
ible kingdom, united with Sweden 
under 
one king." 
The following 


year an Act of Union was adopted, 
in which it was specifically stated 
that Norway had accepted the rela- 
tionship "not by force of arms, but 
by free conviction," and Sweden in 
turn declared the Treaty of Kiel 
definitely abandoned. 


From 1814 until the present cen- 


tury the history of Norway is the 
history of her struggle to preserve 
the constitution-of the 17th of May. 


In gaining this end, she. faced ap- 


parently 
insuperable , obstacles. 


Much of the conflict between 
the 


crown and Norway centered about 
the Norwogian observance of May 
17 as the 
national 
independence 


day. In April, 1828, the king sum- 
moned the Storthing in extraordi- 
nary session for the purpose not on- 
ly of preventing an observance of 
the national holiday, but also of 
amending 
the 
constitution 
and 


wresting from the Storthing its po- 
sition of dominance. 


The. legislature remained tnie to 


the interests of. the people. It ac- 
ceded in non-essentials to the de- 
mands of, '• the crown. 
But 
upon 


principle it -would 'not yield, and at 
the end of-the session the forces of 
the king retired, leaving the Storth- 
ing supreme ,and the. constitution 
inviolate. 


Early in .the thirties the peasants 


of Norway'began-to assert the pe- 
culiar aptitude for self-government. 


Under the leadership of Ole Ucl- 


and, the peasants in 1833 elected 
45 members to the Storthing, near- 
ly half of the total membership of 
that body, which went down in his- 
tory as the ""peasant Storthing." 
The 
Poet 
Hendrick 
Wergeland, 


dear to every reader of Norse lit- 
erature, emerged e.t about this time 
as the leader of the "Young Nor- 
way" party and in the brief span of 
his life, only 87 years, from 1806 
to 1845, not only won imperishable 
fame in the field of letters, but 
united the peasants and the -work- 
ers in a political movement -which 
made them a dominant factor in 
the government. 
' 


After 1836 the efforts to prevent 


celebration of the 17th of'May-and 
tc alter the Norwegian constitution 
abated for a time in the face of the 
determined opposition of the peo- 
ple. 


Under Oscar I and Carl XV, Nor- 


way made marked progress toward 
increased participation in the- af- 
fairs of the world as an independ-- 
••ent nation.' She had already won 
in 1828 the right to fly her own 
flag from her merchant vessels. 


But in 1871 there flamed up again 


an attempt to revise the constitu- 
tion of 
1814. 
The 
Norwegians 


again rallied ' to the defense 
of 


their liberties. As might be assum- 
ed from a knowledge of the history 
.of any nation, it-^Was not the well- 
born and the privileged classes who 
saved 
Norway. 
The 
peasants, 


turning for guidance to public men 
who had been tried in the fire of 
conflict, joined hands in what was 
known as the "lawyers and peas- 
ants party" and repelled the most 
determined effort 
that' had been 


made to destroy the constitution. 


In 1897 the liberal party in Nor- 


'way elected 79 liberals to 35 con- 
servatives in 
the 
Storthing. At 


once the movement in Norway for 
even a more complete measure of 
liberty and 
independence gained 


headway. 


The occasion for the final sever- 


ance of the bond .between Norway 
and Sweden came on May 23, 1905, 
when the Storthing 
passed a bill 


providing for a Norwegian consular 
establishment. 
The crown" refused 


to sign the biK. 
The 
ministry 


thereupon resigned, and the Storth- 
ing declared the 
union between 


Norway and 
Sweden dissolved. 


This declaration was submitted to 
a popular plebiscite on Aug. 13, 
1905, and- in aa election -which de- 
monstrated thev. patriotism of the 
people, it was approved by a vote of 
363,211 to 184. On Oct. 27, follow- 
ing, 
King- Oscar proclaimed the re- 


linquishing of the crown of Nor- 
way, and thus without a drop of 
bloodshed, Norway and Sweder en- 
tered upon their course as 
com- 


pletely independent nations. 


What is the. lesson to be drawn 


from the history of 
Norway, • by 


those -who are facing the pressing 
problems of American life? 
If this 


were merely a chronic.e of eyents, 
presenting1 no principle and charg- 
ing <M w'th no exami le, it would be 
unworthy of ric:tal here_today. 


./We remember the generations of 


men an<J women who lived in this 
period because they preserved the 
ircmstitution which was proclaimed 
108 years ago and the great prin- 
ciples it 
embodied. 
They 
-were 


fighting no sham battle. Doubtless 
the leaders in that movement were 
denounced as agitators 
and radi- 


cals. I have no doubt that if you 
look into the history-of the'time 
yon will find that it was the masses 
of the people, the farmers, labor- 
ers, and'small merchants and busi- 
ness men, together with / scholars 
and publicists, -who were most zeal- 
ous in the defense of their coun- 
try's liberties. 


Just as 'the Norwegian patriots 


in 1814 turned to the' constitution 
of the United States to find inspir- 
ation for the foundation 
of their 


state, we in America may well turn 
to the history of Norway's struggle 
during the past century for inspir- 
ation and guidance in our present 
situation. 


Are we not, indeed, faced in this 


country today with 
precisely the' 


same problem -which the Norweg- 
ian people solved when they attain- 
e'd-their political independence? , 


What was it that brought your 


fathers. and 
grandfathers to this 


country 
to ' build 
their 
firesides 


around which' 
many, of you have 


grown to maturity? 
Tuose hardy 


immigrants 
saw 
in 
the United 


States unlimited economic oppor- 
tunity, an equal' chance with the 
rest of mankind regardless of birth 
or .rank, and finally, a political en- 
vironment . under which the people 
might govern themselves and enjoy 
tha blessings of free speech, free 
press, free assemblage, and -free- 
dom of religion. 


But a mighty power has been 


builded up in this country within 
the past thirty or forty years,which 
is undermining the democracy which 
invited your ancestors to American 
shores. Your children wil] not find 
the equality of opportunity which 
your fathers enjoyed. The existence 
of this power in 'American life is as 
real and as menacing as that which 
sought in Norway over a span of a 
century to destroy the constitution. 


It is true that the issue)was 


largely political in Norway and that 
here it is not only political but eco- 
nomic. 
But in eacli struggle it is 


the welfare of a nation which is at 
stake. 


This occasion gains in significance 


as we recognize the 
great truth 


that the principle embodied in the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution of Norway are as vital 
to human liberty 
today as -when 


proclaimed in 
1776 and 
in 1814. 


Those principles are being abridged 
and undermined in 'these United 
States. 


Who will deny that free speech 


and 
a 
free . press 
have been 


abridged? 
'Who will deny that 


equality of opportunity as con- 
ceived by Jefferson -and maintained 
by Lincoln is being undermined? 


Organized wealth, stronger than 


government itself, has acquired a 
monopoly control of the natural re- 
sources of our country—iron, coal, 
copper,' oil and .timber. 


It controls credit, transportation, 


markets. 


It arbitrarily fixes the prices of 


everything we buy, everything we 
sell. 
. 
' 


It controls government and inevit-j 


ably resorts to corruption. Do I 
need to cite the proof? Are you not 
all familiar with 
the 
Newberry 


case? 
When the majority of the 


United States Senate confirmed the 
election of Xewberry in whose be- 
half, by his own confession, the sum 
of $195,000 was expended to gain 
his nomination', the door was opened 
to' unlimited use of money to con- 
trol elections. • 


Think what a seat in the Senate 


means. The heart of representative 
government lies in Congress. 
If it 


is corrupted, corruption enters all 
the-life currents of government. You 
can have no honest representative 
government if seats in Congress can 
be bought and sold.1 


The people enacted through their 


representatives a system of direct 
primaries 'and 
by 
constitutional ' 


amendment provided for the direct 
elections "of U. S. Senators in order 
to protect themselves against cor- 
tion as it meets every attempt by 
ruption. Wealth has met this situa- 
government to check ihs impudent 
misuse of its power. Since the en- 
actment of these necessary laws, 
wealth has sought to thwart the will 
of the people by controlling elections 
by the corrupt use of money. 


If money can be expended as in 


the Newberry case in behalf of a 
rich man, it may be expended here- 
after in behalf of a poor man by 
great 
corporations 
whose greed 


prompts them to purchase seats in 
legislative chambers,- but in 
any 


event its purpose will be corruption, 
and as surely as night follows the 


day corruption in elections will rip 
en into corruption in legislation and 
'government. 


I said in the Senate chamber and 


I say now that 1 believe it will be 
the verdict of the people, and 
through them I believe it will be the 
sober second judgment of the Uni- 
ted State Senate that the Newberry 
case,can never be settled until it is 
settled rightly by the retirement of 
the beneficir.ry. of this corrupt elec- 
tion. 


On April 29th the Senate adopted 


a resolution directing the Commit- 
tee on Public Lands to investigate 
the leasing of Naval Oil Reserves 
by the Secretary of the Interior to 
private interests. 


For several years the fight to pro- 


tect the Naval Oil Reserves against 
greedy exploiters has be^n waged. 
Suddenly, almost over night, it was 
discovered that the Secretary of the 
Navy had turned over the control 
of one enormously rich reserve lo- 
cated in the state of Wyoming-, to 
the Secretary of the Interior, who 
in turn had leased it to a private 
syndicate known as the Mammoth 
Oil Company. 


Three days ago a resolution, was 


introduced by Senator McKellar of 
Tennessee, asking for an inquiry in- 
to the rising prices of oil at a time 
of immense oil production, when 
there is no visible reason why a gal- 
lon of gasoline should not go down 
in price instead of advancing. 


I need not .remind you, that the 


great isstle involved in these con- 
crete examples of exploitation is 
whether the Congress charged with 
solemn responsibility under the Con- 
stitution as trustees of the public 
domain, is to take the 
necessary 


steps to protect the people of this 
country from the extension of .mon- 
opoly control over their natural re- 
. sources. 


The trail of corruption left by the 


oil monopoly in' the pages of Amer- 
ican history is not calculated to in- 
spire the confidence of the people in 
any transaction to which the agents 
of that monopoly are par'.'es. 


Dominated by the Standard Oil 


Company, the til monopoly has been 
the boldest, the most brazen, the 
most aggressive violator of the law 
with which any legislative body has 
ever had to contend; It has forced 
people all over this country out of 
business, crushed competition, and 
driven competitors in many instan- 
ces to suicide. 


The oil monopolists have, in a 


word, corrupted Government ser- 
vants, ruthlessly seized and exploit- 
ed the natural resources which Na- 
ture gave to man, and systematical- 
ly robbed the people through extor- 
tional prices. They covld not have 
dor.e this if they had not bad ser- 
vants on the floor of both branches 
of Congress and in theicabinets of 
every 'administration. 


This monopoly reaches out and 


through its schemes 
tightens its 


grip upon the farmer, the business 
man, and upon every person who 
runs a gasolene .'engine, and every 
family that uses an automobile or 
an oil stove. 


On Friday, the 12th of May, the 


Senate adopted a resolution' calling 
on the Attorney General to fore- 
stall the 
threatened 
merger' of 


seven more of the largest steel cor- 
porations which in defiance of law is 
on the verire of consummation. 


This is the age of steel. Iron and 


steel today- lie at the base of every 
human activity. Without steel our 
farms can not be 
cultivated, our 


railroads would cease to 
operate, 


our industries would be prostrated, 
and our very homes could not be 
built. The men who control 
this 


basic commodity control the nation. 
A little more than 20 years ago 
they secured complete control 
of 


one-half the industry. 
They could" 


control the other half .of the indus- 
try only by agreements and under- 


standings with the so-called inde- 
pendent companies. 
These agree- 


ments arrived at through the me- 
dium of the Gary dinners, worked 
well during the periods of prosper- 
ity; but they were inconvenient and, 
like all these; gentlemen's agree- 
ments, were apt to be broken when 
in periods of depression there was 
a scrample for 
business. 
Today 


they are p^posing to bring the pth- 
er half of the industry under one 
consolidated control so that in fu- 
ture, instead' of understandings to 
the medium of 
understandings to 


which there were a dozen or more 
parties, they -will be able to make 
firm and binding 
agreements be- 


tween the two great corporations 
which will dominate the industry. 
Gary dinners will no longer be nec- 
essary/ Instead,, the heads of the 
two great corporations will be able 
to sit down at a lunch table and 
without fear of detection fix the 
price of every pound of steel. 


The Sherman Anti-Trust act pro- 


vides a simple method of procedure 
in cases of this kind. The law does 
not merely empower the 
depart- 


ment of justice to institute proceed- 
ings, it specifically provides that it 
is the duty of the department to do 
so. 


I cite you these concrete illustra- 


tions of the grip of the money pow- 
er, the menace 
of 
monopoly at 


Washington. 


When a .government permits pnv- 


eleged wealth 
in 
combination to 


control production and prices to de- 
stroy free markets, it becomes the 
sponser of industrial and economic 
slavery. It betrays the 
precious 


heritage of liberty and equality. 


This undermining of the princi- 


ples of our free 
institutions 
has 


covered more than a generation of 
time. We are today'feeling'its in- 
evitable effects in mounting: living 
costs, bitter 
industrial conflict, 


widespread ' unemployment, profit- 
less agriculture. 
With the denial 


of fundamental human rights, there 
is increasing arrogance and reck- 
lessness. 


I believe -we shall ultimately tri- 


umph over the forces of privileges 
which during the past five or six 
administrations have gained such 
control that they have 
_ destroyed 


equal 
opportunity, 
stifled 
free 


speech and a free press, and fast- 
ened' the grip of monopoly upon the 
life of the people. 


We have no reason to 'despair. 


This government 
belong-s 
to the 


American people. They are essen- 
tially sound. They are intelligent. 
They -want what is right. They can 
make government respond to their 
will. 


You, 
my feQlow citizens, have the 


'ballot—men and women alike: And 
I place great value on the direct 
participation 
of 
women in 
the 


struggle for industrial and econo- 
mic freedom. 


In all my effort to advance the 


cause of democracy, my faith in the 
ballot has not failed. . You have in 
your hands that instrument .for the 
correcting- of the 
conditions that 


confront you,—the ballot. 


If a cause is not strong enough 


to win by the ballot it cannot.be 
maintained by the ballot. . Reform 
of a government by force defeats 
democracy. 
Government by force 


is on autocracy. lihrough the ballot 
in the hands of an 'intelligent elec- 
torate, the will of the people can be 
made the law of the land. 


That principle has been made the 


guide of my public life. 


I hear it whispered on all sides 


today that the democratic princi- 
ples of the American Constitution 
are out of fashion; that the Dec- 
laration, of Independence proclaimed 
"glittering generalities" -which were 
"self-evident lies" rather than eter- 
nal truths. 


I confess that I am an old-fash- 


ioned American. 
I venerate ^the 


memory of the founders of this Re- 
public. I believe in the everlasting 


vitality of the 
basic 
principle- c,< 


this government—liberty aii>: tq^'. 
ity. I believe that Jefferson v,-r-!'jv.'. 
wisely when he declared •:-?.-. *2 
:' 


men are created 
equal, an-; -.;-! 


they are endowed by their crta-J 
with 
certain 
inalienabk: 
ri^h-j, 


that among these are li:>.. libt~~ 
and the pursuit of happier," '' 


No, my friends, in the history ,.> 


Norway we may renew oar j'ai-'-i 
that th« democracy of a nation I'.TSJ 
its life in the character oi :;; p^ 
pie.

lot has been conspicuous in contrast with the 
neglected lots in the cemetery;. Neglected in so 
many cases because there was no one living who 
had loved those buried on these lots. I realized 
that with my disability or death, my lot in a 
fow years would show the same condition of 
neglect as was the. case with so many. Under 
tho circumstances, the bitl" of the Commission 
looked like an attempt to take an unfair ad- 
vantage of my love atd reverence for my fath«r 
and mfxhcr and my other loved ones buried on 
the lot. 


When I talked1 with Mr. George Nelson, sup- 


erintendent of the cemetery, I learned that my 
hill included my share of the,general cost of 
improvements and maintenance of the cemetery 
and the cost of reclaiming and resodding the 
grave* in the section in which my lot is lo- 
cated. I also learned that the Cemetery Com- 
mission has made plans so that ultimately 
every lot in the cemetery -will be under per- 
petual care and we may enter the realm of 
death with a consoling assurance that there 
•will be »t least one spot on the earth where the 
fact that we have lived will be commemorated 
forever with nature's loveliest products—the 
grass and the fiowys, the shrubs and the trees..
